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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
page 5, par. [0013], line 6 "pump 4" should be -pump 6--, 

Claim 1 , lines 5-8 "a pipe for discharging — negative pressure is inserted" should be 
--a pipe, for discharging -— negative pressure, is inserted 
Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: "1" in fig. 1 . Corrected drawing sheets, or amendment to the specification 
to add the reference character(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be 
labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the container" in lines 6-7. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Hefter et al. (U.S. Patent Number 4,325,573). 

Re-claim 1 Hefter et al. disclosed, as shown in fig. 1 , a vehicle slip stop device 
mounted on a vehicle for scattering a slip stop material near contact portion of tires on 
the ground, wherein the slip stop material is stored in a cartridge 1 having at least one 
opening which is closed by a thin metal plate 4, and a pipe 8, for discharging the slip 
stop material stored in the cartridge under positive pressure, is inserted into said 
cartridge through said thin metal plate. 

Re-claim 2 Hefter et al. disclosed, as shown in fig. 1 , wherein the slip stop 
material stored in the cartridge is discharged under positive pressure, and said pipe 
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comprises a pipe 5 for supplying the positive pressure and a pipe 8 for discharging said 
slip stop material. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

S.G. Storberg (U.S. Patent Number 2,529,197) disclosed a sanding device. 

W.J. Dzaack (U.S. Patent Number 3,336,064) disclosed a liquid anti-free dispensing 

device. 

Jayne (U.S. Patent Number 4,099,688) disclosed a runway sander. 

Cervinka (U.S. Patent Number 4,575,135) disclosed a sand-dispensing device for 

vehicles. 

Quinn et al. (U.S. Patent Number 4,852,949) disclosed a traction control system. 
Skarie et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,371,532 B1) disclosed a traction-enhancing system. 
Tunley et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,629,709 B1) disclosed a wheel/rail adhesion 
enchancement. 

Ohno et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,722,589 B1) disclosed a slip prevention particle 
injection device.
